FIRST DAY 


County Council Chambers, 
Woodstock, Ontario, 
June 13, 1961. 


Council met on the call of the Warden for the June Session, 
at 10 o’clock a.m. The Warden in the Chair. All the Members 
were present. The Minutes of the proceedings of March the 23rd 
were read and adopted.

$120.00 per head for grade cattle and $190.00 per head for pure- 
breds when the cattle are found by test to be diseased with eith- 
er tuberculosis or brucellosis. 


4. From the Woodstock, Ingersoll and District Labour 
Council C. L. C., a resolution re Amendments to the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act. 


5. From the County of Essex, a resolution concerning the 
issuing of Hunting Licenses. 


6. From the County of Ontario, a resolution petitioning On- 
tario Hydro to place farm consumers in the same classification as 
tamlet and Rural residential consumers. 


7. From the United Counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glen- 
garry, a memorial in support of County Councils. 


8 From the United Counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glen- 
garry, a resolution requesting The Department of Lands and 
Forests to consider a card system to apply to all Hunters.

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF FRED H. CADE, M.I.M.A., 
COUNTY ASSESSOR 


The Warden and Members of the Council 
Of The Corporation of The County of Oxford: 


(;entlemen: 


Pursuant to the authority and direction of Section 93 and 94 
of The Assessment Act. R. S. O. 1960, Chapter 23, your County 
Assessor begs leave to submit the following report. 


This is the Fiith Annual Report which I have had the hon- 
our of compiling after completing the equalization of the County 
in the year 1956. The proposed 1961 equalization figures are 
(with one exception) the total amount of the revised taxable 
assessment shown on the local assessment rolls for the year 1960, 
plus additions made under Section 54 of The Assessment Act. 
The valuations of Provincial and Federal Property upon which 
erants in lieu of taxes are paid, will be added to the gross total 
for levying of county rates in the year 1962. It is felt that the 
local assessments bear a just relation one to another and are so 
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close in all municipalities that, therefore, the local assessment 
total of each should be the equalized total of each for County 
purposes. ; 


Note 1. The one exception is a municipality which has a 
large industrial fixed assessment and the Assessment Commit- 
tee feel that, as this is purely a local matter, the equalized assess~ 
ment of this municipality, for County purposes, should be increas- 
ed to some exten to compensate for this fixed assessment. 


Note 2. There was an amendment to The Assessment Act 
in the year 1960 whereby the valuations otf Provincial and Ontario 
Elydro Electric Power Commission properties upon which grants 
in lieu of taxes are paid are to be added to the total of each mun- 
icipality and form the basis for county rates. This has been 
done and the valuations are shown in Schedule “C” of this report 
in the amount of $126,630. 


Note 3. There has been a further amendment to The 
Assessment Act in the year 1961 whereby the valuations of Fed- 
eral Crown Property upon which grants in lieu of taxes are paid 
are to be added to the total of each municipality and form the 
basis for County Rates. This has been done and the valuations 
are shown in Schedule “C” of this report in the amount of 


$85,550. 


Note 4. The Provincial Government has seen fit to give 
further aid in respect to educational costs and enacted the ”Resi- 
dential and Farm School Tax Assistance Grants Act 1960-61.’ 


(a) This act provides in order to reduce the school tax on 
residential and farm property an assistance grant which may be 
paid in each year to each school board in Ontario on a per pupil 
basis according to the average daily attendance for the proceed- 
ing year. 


(b) This enactment of necessity requires your assessor to

do certain things: to this end a regulation No. 68/61 was made 
on March 29th, 1961 by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


Cc Paragraph 9 of this regulation provides as follows: 
grap g Pp 


The Assessor of each municipality, in addition to the par- 
ticulars required under section 2 of section 20 of The Assessment 
Act, shall set down in separate columns the following particulars: 


(1). Vhe commercial assessment for public school purposes. 


(2). The residential and farm assessment for public school 
purposes. 


(3). The commercial assessment for separate school pur- 
poses. 


(4). The residential and farm assessment for separate school 
purposes. 


(5). Where two or more high school districts, or parts 
thereof, are situated in the municipality, the high school districts 
and the commercial assessment and residential and farm assess- 
ment in each high school district. 


N. B. I might add here that ever since the year 1957 when 
the legislation was changed to make a different rating for com- 
mercial and industrial from farm and residential assessment, that 
we have set up our assessment rolls to show these four final col- 
umns for tax purposes, so we are ahead of the amending legisla- 
tion and any municipality this year, I believe, can collect the ad- 
ditional grants, and this should be looked into by the Local Coun- 
cils, rather than leaving same until the year 1962. 


Note 5. Assessments made under Section 54 of The Assess- 
ment Act are new buildings, additions or new businesses placed 
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on the roll as of January ist and liable for the full 12 months’ taxes 
in the current year. 


I am pleased to report that there has been a considerable in- 
crease in assesment and valuations in the year 1960. The figures 
are as follows :— 


1960 revised taxable assessment and valuations .... $58,623,033. 
1959 revised taxable assessment and valuations .... $56,260,883.

It is also worthy of note that in the year 1960 new assessment 
was placed on the supplementary rolls of the various municipal- 
ities in the County for part of the year’s taxes, i. e. 10 months, 6 
months or as the case may be. As The Assessment Act states in 
Section 53, new buildings, additions, etc. shall be taxed from the 
first of the month following the transmission of the assessment 
notice, when the buildings are occupied or fit for occupancy. The 
County’s share of this additional revenue was in the amount of 
$5,614.43 which, as you can readily see, goes a long way towards 
defraying the cost of your County Assessor’s Office. These 
assessment figures and taxes are set out in detail on one of the 
pages of this report. 


It is observed from the assessment figures shown under Sec- 
tion 53 and 54 that the local assessors and your County Assessor 
have been continuously working, picking up the new assessment 
to the benefit of the local municipalities and the County as a 
whole. Assessment is the foundation upon which the whole 
municipal structure rests, and must be done on a sound basis, ap- 
plying modern and up-to-date assessment practices and principles, 
with full knowledge of The Assessment Act and other pertinent 
Acts. From thefigures showing the additional revenue, it is 
readily seen that the practice of re-imbursing and assessor com- 
mensurate with his duties and capabilities is sound business pro- 
cedure, as the assessors are paying their way toa great extent 
through this additional revenue alone. Before I was appointed

—— ee a 
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County Assessor very little, if any, extra revenue was derived in 
the local municipalities from this source and the County received 
no additional revenue at all. 


Attached hereto are three schedules for your information and 
guidance. 


Schedule “A”. A schedule showing the population, acreage 
and rateable assessment in each municipality taken from the 1960 
revised assessment rolls, the business assessment and the assess- 
ment made under Section 54 of The Assessment Act for full taxa~ 
tion in the year 1961. The schedule also shows the suggested 
equalized assessment plus the valuations on Crown Property elig- 
ible for grants with the suggested total liable for County Rates in 
the year 1962, and the percentage that each municipality bears 
t othe whole. 


Schedule “B”. A schedule comparing the proposed 1961 
equalization of rateable property, business assessment and valua- 
tions on Crown Grant Property in the County with the 1960 equal- 
ization figures. 


Schedule “C”. A schedule whch is actually the one which is 
recommended for adoption as the suggested equalization total of 
each municipality for the year 1961. This also shows the amount 
of valuations of Crown Properties cligible for grants to be added 
into the equalization and the sum total of the two is the amount 
which will be used for county rate purposes in the year 1962. 


Features incorporated for the first time in 1959 on the report 
are as follows: 


Item 1. A list, by municipalities, showing the assessed value 
of new assessment added under Section 53 of The Assessment Act 
for the part of the year, the amount of taxes accruing and _ the 
County’s share of such taxation. . Also shown is the assessment 
added under Section 54 of The Assessment Act as of January lst 
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for full taxation in 1961. The latter figure forms part of the 
equalization for the year 1961 as shown in Schedule “A”. 


Item 2. A compiled percentage sheet of the breakdown of 
assessment in each municipality, 1. e. residential, commercial, in- 
dustrial, farm and exempt assessment. The total of each type 
property throughout the County is also shown with the percent- 
age each bears to the total assessment. 


GENERAL Regular meetings are held within the County 
of all the local assessors. These meetings are of a full day’s dur- 
ation and have proven very successful. The assessors discuss 
their problems, correlate their thinking, are brought up-to-date 
on the interpretations of new legislation and check with each 
other on the assessment of various type properties and other per- 
tinent matters. 


It appears a basic fact that human progress in the perform- 
ance of a task is only made by careful planning and programming, 
and reaching the goal of maintaining an equalized assessment roll 
with all property comparatively assessed is no exception. To 
achieve this goal, it is necessary to develop a sound program and 
schedule to maintain equalization under the rapidly changing con- 
ditions with which most assessors are confronted. 


A modern, efficient record system is a basic essential in main- 
taining equalization between various classes and types of proper- 
ty. The assessor’s task is the mass collection of facts and data, 
and the efficiency of collecting and using that data depends on a 
modern streamlined and simple record system. This I can 
assure you is being done in our County. 


REPORTS The local assessors and I, starting in the year 
1956, have compiled an Annual Report for each local Council. 
These reports contain complete assessment figures and break- 
downs and all statistical information regarding assessment for 
each municipality. In our office we check and balance the re- 
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ports, type them on stencils and run the reports off for presenta~ 
tion at the first meeting of the incoming Council in the New Year. 
These reports have proven very useful to the Councils, clerks, 
and other interested parties. 


I have acted as Chairman’on Boards of Arbitration in the 
equalization of a number of High School Districts in the past year, 
involving our County and the Counties of Perth and Norfolk. I 
have also acted on several equalizations of Union School Sections 
involving other Counties. 


I have gained a wide knowledge of municipal work through 
my many years of municipal experience and service with the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs. I have been of assistance when- 
ever called on to our local councils, clerks and treasurers and am 
pleased to give of my time and services in other fields of municipal 
administration at any time. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the County and 
Municipal Officials and all members of County Council for their 
kind co-operation and assistance throughout the past year.

FIFTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON 
COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


ist. After the road programme was passed by County 
Council at the March Session of County Council, your Committee 
proceeded with the work for the year. Specifications were pre- 
pared and tenders called on supples, trucking and equipment ren- 
tal. Awards were made to the lowest tenderer and in cases of

identical quotations on supplies, the requirements are being di- 
vided between the companies quoting with consideration to the 
cost on the job and the suitability of the materials for the work 
being done. 


2nd. Owing to a dry autumn. the road grades were not sat- 
urated when winter set in and although the frost penetrated the 
roads to a considerable depth, it came out slowly as the warm 
weather came on gradually, as a result the actual spring break-up 
of the roads was at a minimum this year. The cost of Winter 
Roads, Gravel Patching and Hard Top Patching to date is some 
$24,450.00 less than 1960 at this date. Gravel resurfacing has 
been completed on Roads 28, 34, 33, 31 and Road 6. Gravel re- 
surfacing is in progress on Road 17 and will be completed this 
week. Dustlayer has been applied on all roads except on roads 
where work is now in progress. The shouldedrs of the roads are 
now being mowed and chemical weed killer will be applied short- 
ly on the road sides. 


3rd. Tenders have been called for a Steam Jenny and Centri- 
fugal Weed Sprayer. Woodstock Auto Electric’s tender for a 
Hipressure Steam Jenny Model 1250 AP at a price of $1,105.44 
and the Spramotor Ltd. tender for a Model 128 Centrifugal Spray- 
er at a price of $1,788.00 were accepted. 


Plans are underway on all the construction projects detailed 
in the estimates. Tenders closed on the Blandford-Blenheim 
Boundary Bridge on June 13 and will close on the grading work 
on Road 16 on June 26. Design criteria for the work on _ the 
Tower Line Road and the Thamesford Hill have been approved 
by the Department of Highways and all contract work in the 
County should be awarded by July 15. The work of completing 
the Moscow bridge is now in progress and the grade on Road 19 
west of Brownsville is being reshaped. 


4th. There has been expended on the County Road System 
to June Ist the sum of $134,065.64, 
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5th. Your Committee recommends that the County of Ox- 
ford enter into an agreement with the Town of Tillsonburg for 
the construction of Baldwin Street in the Town of Tillsonburg as 
a connecting link; 50% of the cost of construction to be borne and 
paid by the County and 50% by the Town of Tillsonburg ; a survey 
to be made in 1961 to establish an estimate of the cost, which sur- 
vey shall become part of the cost of the construction of the con- 
necting link, it being noted that the Town of Tillsonburg shall 
have the right to concel the agreement after the estimated cost is 
obtained, provided, however, that in that case the Town of Till- 
sonburg shall pay 100% of the cost of the said survey. The Dis- 
trict Municipal Engineer shall determine the minimum width of 
grade on which subsidy shall be paid. 


6th. Your Committee recommends that the paving on Road 
16 in Concession IX, East Zorra Township and on Road 28, on 
the easterly % mile in Concession XIV, East Nissouri Township 
be deleted from the 1961 paving programme and that the easterly 
% mile in Concession I, West Zorra Township be included in the 
right-of-way, fencing, grading and base course work detailed for 
Road 16 on the construction programme. This change is neces- 
sary to comply with the Department of Highways request to con- 
struct the above sections to the Geometric Design Standards for 
County Roads.

Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


~ Ist. The work programme for the year 1961 is progressing 
favourably at the present time. Considerable delays were exper- 
ienced during the summer due to wet weather. Owing to the 
Grading work on Road 13 and 16 exceeding the estimates, your 
Road Committee deleted from the year’s work the structure on 
Road 13 in Concession VY North Norwich and the two structures 
on Road 24. Ali other structures are under construction with 
the bridge on the boundary line south of Bright completed. The 
paving work as designated in our fifth report to the Council has 
been completed. All maintenance projects, including surface 
treating work, have been completed except the centre line mark- 
ing on which the Department of Highways co-operated and did for 
the County in 1960. ‘This year the Department recently advised 
that they will not be able to do this work for the County. Your 
Committee has made application to the Honourable Minister of 
Highways for interim payment of subsidy on an expenditure of

We recommend that the Warden be given an allow- 
ance of $900.00 towards incidental expenses during the year 1961. 


Ath. We recommend that expected surplus in this year’s 
budget be placed in the reserve fund for hospital and other con- 


struction projects. 
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Sth. We recommend approval of expenditure Sheet No. 
1961-5. 


6th. We recommend that a grant of $75.00 be given to the 
Canadian Council of Christians and Jews. 


7th. We recommend that no action be taken on the resolu- 
tion from Renfrew regarding Child Welfare.

SEVENTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden-and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg to report as follows :— 


Ist. The following is a summary of the work carried out 
under our direction on the County Road System during the year 
190], 


The expenditure under the Normal By-law will be less than 
the amount provided for in the estimates but the expenditure 
under the Supplementary By-law will exceed the estimates with 
the result that the overall expenditure under the two by-laws will 
exceed the estimates by some seven thousand dollars. All the 
work, excluding those projects deleted in the previous reports, 
will be completed except the bridge on Road 29 and the paving on 
Road 14. The work on Road 14 is being done under an agree- 
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ment with the Department of Highways which provides that the 
County supply the widening and the Department of Highways as- 
sume the balance of the cost up to a limit of $125,000.00. 


General 


The expenditure in the General Account will approximate 


the estimate of $30,765.00. 


Machinery 


Owing to the tenders received on construction work exceed- 
ing the estimates, the purchase of a new truck provided for in the 
programme for the year was not made. The purchases of a 
Steam Jenny and a Weed Spraving unit were made at a total cost 
of $610.50 less than the estimated cost of $3,600.00. The shops 
at Woodstock and Embro were extensively repaired. 


Bridges and Culverts 


The expenditures on bridges and culverts under the Normal 
By-law exceeded the estimates by the amount paid in 1961 on 
County boundary bridges constructed in 1960. All the structures 
approved by the Council have been constructed and all opened to 
traffic except the bridge over Horner’s Creek on Road 29. This 
structure will be opened for traffic in a week or ten days. The 
total estimated expenditure on Bridge and Culverts for 1961 is 
approximtely $166,000.00. 


Construction 


The surveys on Roads 13, 20 and 33 will be completed this 
year and one-half the property on Road 33 has been purchased. 
The construction programme on Roads 13, 16, 29 and 32 has been 
completed together with the construction of the grade on Road 14. 
Paving work on Roads 6, 16, 19 and 28 as outlined in our reports 
has been completed. The total estimated expenditure on Road 
Construction during 1961 is $400,550.00, 
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Maintenance 


General maintenance was catried on during the year. Snow 
fences were taken down in the spring and erected this autumn. 
Two applications of dustlayer were applied where conditions 
warranted a second application. The road sides were sprayed 
with Chemical Weed Killer except where there was danger of 
damaging crops and the shoulders were mowed twice. Stock 
piles of sand treated with coarse highway salt have been put up in 
five different locations.

The foregoing is a general outline of the work carried out 
during the year but should any member of the Council require 
costs, quantities and details of any project or operation, the Road 
Superintendent will be only too pleased to furnish same. 


2nd. Your Committee recommends that the resolution of the 
Council of The County of Ontario re the Provincial Retail Sales 
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Tax being exempted on specified materials for some capital works 
instead of being rebated, be endorsed. 


3rd. Your Committee reports that the communication from 
the Western Gypsum Products Ltd. has been referred to the 
County Solicitor to draft a suitable agreement as required under 
The Mining Act, Chapter 241, R. S. O., 1960. 

4th. Your Committee recommends that a property survey 
be made and properties purchased on Road 16 from Youngsville 
easterly to the 10th line of East Zorra. 


5th. Your Committee recommends that plans be prepared 
for the construction of the following bridges: Road 3, Con. XI, 
Blenheim over the River Nith; Road 17, Con. XII, E. Nissouri 
over the Middle Branch of the Thames River when the Upper 
Thames River Conservation Authority definitely assures the 
County that the Thamesford Dam will not interfere with the 
bridge at its present location.
